THE STORY BEHIND THE "CHANUKAH" ELONGATED 
By DON DOW 

In the Year 3566,(175 B.C.), Antiochus IV, a descendant of one of Alexander's generals, 
and also a neurotic, tactless person became the ruler of the Jews. He began extracting 
heavy taxes and suppressing Jewish culture. Finally on the twenty-fifth day of the month 
of Kislev, in the year 3593,(l68 B.C.), he committed the unpardonable act of erecting an 
altar to the Greek God, Zeus, in the temple. This started a three year rebellion led by 
Judas Maccabeus, which terminated in a Jewish victory in 3596 ,(165 B.C.). 

The 25th of Kislev is again a prominent date. On this day Judas Maccabeus, being 
victorious, cleansed the temple and probably unintentionally instituted the unofficial 
holiday of "CHANUKAH", the "Feast of Lights". 

The Talmud tells us that, in the desecration of the temple, most of the oil used in 
rituals had been lost. Only one crucible of oil remained. It appeared there was only 
enough oil to light the lamp for one day. Miraculously it lasted eight days. 

Traditionally the lamp or "CHANUKAH" used in this unofficial celebration has either 
eight or nine recepticles for holding oil. The most familiar to us has nine. The center 
one stands high and is called the 'Shamus' or policeman. It is lighted first and from it 
are lighted the others. On the first day the Shamus and one other are lighted. On each 
subsequent day another is lighted until on the eighth day they all glow. 

"CHANUKAH" often coincides with the Christian Christmas Season and it has been said 
the lighting of Christmas Candles is derived from "Chanukah, the Festival of Lights."

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HOW FLAGSTAFF GOT ITS NAME

There are many versions of how Flagstaff was named. We shall name a few. One ver¬ 
sion is that in 1376, a group of scouts for a wagon train camped in a valley, near a 
spring, in which a lone pine tree stood. The legend states the scouts cut the branches 
off the tree and raised the American flag and «o created a "Flagstaff." A1 Doyle of 
Flagstaff, in an undated article, states the date was May, 1876 . Still another account 
credits Lt. E. E. Beale's men in raising the flag in 1359. Many other stories differ 
as to date and people, but all seem to agree on the 'Flagstaff' part. 

Flagstaff, like many other towns of the west, started out with just one building. 
In this case it was a saloon run by- Ed Whipple in 1 . 871 , at what wan later to be known 
as Flagstaff Spring, his first neighbor was F. F. Mc.Mi.llen who settled in 1878 at what 
ne called Antelope Springs, Just north of Flagstaff. 

The. town was called 'Old Town Springs' in 1883, but was changed to Flagstaff in 
1384 When the location was moved a few blocks away. 

On the elongated coin that commemorates the 'Northern Arizona Coin Club's' first 
show, June 13, 1965 , tne mountains in the background are the SanFrancisco Peaks. The 
large wheels are those that were used in early day logging. A large axe is alongside 
the "Flagstaff".

FD-FI ELONGATED A NUMISMATIC FIRST 
Commemorating 99 Co.'s 1st Annual Convention 
By Hal Silene 

One of the reasons for the success of the First Annual First Day-First Issue Cover 
Convention held October 27-28th in San Clemente, Calif., can bq attributed to the pro¬ 
duction of the first elongated to appear in this new form. People at the convention 
and customers of the 99 Company were delighted with them. Collectors present at the 
convention were presented with the cover with a black bar cancellation denoting "First 
Annual FD-FI Convention, '67.'' Those not in attendance were sent the same cover only 
with a red bar cancel. So the usage of the elongated in FD-FI form has a variety right 
from the start. It is hoped by 99 Enterprises that many more elongateds will be used in 
the FD-FI form in the. future. We know of one that will quite definitly be used, and that 
is tne one for /iext years convention of FD-FI collectors. 

For those of you who are not yet familar with the new hobby concept of First Day- 
First Issue cover collecting, it started about a year and a"half ago in the form that it 
now represents. Earlier on March 3rd of 1964, John Miles Baker, originator of the con¬ 
cept, glued two Kennedy Halves on the outside of two envelopes. He then put the proper 
number of stamps on the covers to carry them through registration at the post office 
department, and mailed them to himself. This was the day in 1964 that the Kennedy Halves 
were released. 

These two covers represent the only known way of supporting the fact that anyone 
has a First Day of Issue Kennedy Half. One of these first two covers sold at auction 
at tne convention for $2,000. That's right, two big ones I 

The idea of commemorating the First Day of a coins' issue began in earnest on 
October 11, 1965 with the world-wide release of the Churchill Crown. By this time Mr. 
Baker had moved from Ohio to San Clemente, California and had gone into partnership with 
the idea with Hal Silene, coin and stamp dealer in that city. With Mr. Silene'a packag¬ 
ing refinements, which included the coins inside rather than outside the package, the 
99 Coin Company was born and was ready to present the new hobby to the world. The First 
offerings were the Churchill Crown, the Nov. 1, 1965 issuance of the first clad quarter, 
and the Jan. 6 , 1966 release of the entire Canadian Set. 

Since that time, over 65 issues have been produced around the world. Countries 
included are U.S., Canada, Australia, Ireland, Jamaica, Thailand, China, Mexico, Japan, 
British Honduras, Tonga and Samoa. Many varieties in these issues have occured, in some 
of these countries, creating quite rare and short issues. The first set of Australian 
varieties offered, 78 complete sets of 12 each, sold out in 4 days at $ 60 . per set. 

These were offered in November, one year ago. Today the 99 Company is bidding $200.00 
for the set and nobody seems to. be selling. 

First Day-Fir3t Issue cover collecting has one attraction that is usually appealing 
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to all collectors. That is the fact that, other than the varieties, a collector can 
still be complete from the number 1, The Churchill Crown to date, something very diffi¬ 
cult to achieve in any other branch of the hobby. 

99 Enterprises wishes to express their appreciation to your ELONGATED' GAL, Dottie 
Dow, for the cooperation she has given in the production of ti^e convention elongated. 

The cover was post marked on the first day of the'convention using the United States' 
first stamps of an intregal design using the se tenant method. The elongated itself 
represents a post mark using the date of the convention. It is with a great deal of plea¬ 
sure that we have been allowed to make the Elongated Collector a recipient of this cover. 
Hope you will enjoy adding it to your collection.
